When the w ar broke out the tie r ’ 
mans, because of tbeir virtual control 
of the dye Industry, were «me to de 
velop n chemical w arfare service, otli 
erxvlse known as tlie gas nnd flame 
sarvlce.

They bad virtna) 
control of the world’s cbenilral sup 
plies. 
TbeIr advance In tills Industry 
w as far grcnter than that of any other 
country, nnd the I'nllcd .States. Kng 
land and France were comtielled to 
go to work to develop cbomlcal re­ 
search nnd to get results so that Her 
ronny could he met with Its own weap­ 
ons. 
Feveral departments of poveriiineiit 
Including the nrmy and navy, have

Think It W ill Help Farmers. 
It can b*' ^old today Huit the great­ 
est Interest of senators nnd reprt'seii 
fstlves In eongrcss in tbl.s measure Is 
Its probable effeet on the iigrleultural 
Industries. 
There are some spokes 
men for the farm er who fear Hint the 
bill will not do all that It Is expectod 
to do, but In the main the belief seem« 
to be that It will be (»f material assist 
nnce.fo the industries which it Is In 
tended to benelit. 
If the bill does not 
do xvhat It is expected to do. its op 
cratlon will enable the law makers 
to know w hat changes must be innd< 
when the provisions of the rm*aKur*> 
or parts of them, are Incorporated h 
general tnrifT legislation.
